Not the perversity of Capital, but the 
almost incredible folly of Labour, is to 
blame for the heart-rending condition of 
the unemvloyed.

The Lord Mayor, in moving the motion, said 
that a few months ago the Diocese of Dublin 
lost its Archbishop; Ireland mourned a great 
friend, and Catholicity, not alone in Ireland, 
but throughout the world, lost a wonderful 
champion. Some of them lost a great adviser 
and a deep personal friend. Some time before 
the late es of Dublin died Father 
Byrne was appoin as Auxiliary Bishop.

It may be 
well, therefore, to recall what the Prime 
Minister said on August 19th when 
moving the adjournment. After pointing 
out that, in the happy event of agree- 
ment, a Bill would have to be framed 
and submitted to Parliament as soon as 
the details were settled—a process that 
would, undoubtedly, take time—he went 
on to consider the less agreeable possi- 
bility that the Government terms would 
be rejected. “If,” he said, “there is a 
rejection, and a final rejection beyond the 
hope of negotiations, steps would be un- 
doubtedly taken which the Executive 
ought not to take, and which the Execu- 
tive will not wish to take, without first 
consulting Parliament and giving the 
representatives of the people a full oppor 
tunity of expressing .either approval or 
disapproval of the steps which we propose 
to take.” 

It would not be necessary to wait until 
the 18th of October. The terms of the 
resolution provided that Parliament could 
be summoned after forty-eight hours’ 
notice by Mr. Speaker, and then—to quote 
Mr. Lloyd George again—‘ the Executive 
would lay before Parliament the whole of 
its plans in reference to the Irish situa- 
tion.” Everything depends, therefore, 
upon the meaning that the Cabinet attach 
to Mr. de Valera’s latest communication. 
If they regard it as “a final rejection 
beyond the hope of negotiation,’ Parlia- 
ment may be sitting again next week. 
But, though the Sinn Fein leader has 
done almost nothing to justify any other 
interpretation, it is still hoped that the 
Government may be able to read into it 
some symptoms of potential agreement. 

It is quite possible that the Cabinet 
discussions will not be confined to Ireland 
alone, for since the rising of Parliament 
the unemployed situation has ome 
more acute, and it is likely that the Prime 
Minister will take advantage of the 
resence of Sir A. Mond and Dr.

MONSIGNOR O'NEILL,

REPRISAL FOR MURDER OF 
SEPOYS. 

A communiqué from the North-West Frontier 
Province, says Reuter’s Simla Correspondent, 
describes the burning of two villages across the 
border—Tindu and Jalamai—as a reprisal for 
the treacherous murder of three unarmed 
sepoys of the Kurram Militia, on the road be- 
tween Thal and Parachinar, by tribesmen be- 
longing to those villages. The Kurram Militia, 
with guns, sappers and miners, surrounded the 
villages at dawn, summoned tho headman, and 
allowed one-hour for the removal of the women 
and children and their personal belongings, At 
the conclusion of the gn the villages were 
bombarded, burned and destroyed. 

This prompt reprisal is likely to have a good 
effect. the destruction of a village in the inde- 
pendent territory being unprecedented in the 
Lower Kurram Valley.
